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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last Office 
action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C, 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
maimer in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Okayasu et 
al (US 6,364,692 Bl) in view of Fukuda (US 6,783,381 B2). 

Okayasu discloses a connector comprising a receptacle 10 and a plug 20. The receptacle 
10 comprises a housing 12 having a mating face, a contact 15, a terminal position assurance 
(TP A) member 40, and a gel 30. The housing 12 includes inner and outer shells separated by a 
gap and multiple chambers 13 for holding contacts 15 (see Fig. 2). The TPA member 40 is 
mounted over the contacts 15 and has openings 43 aligned with the contacts 15. The gel 30 is 
sandwiched between the TPA member 40 and the inner shell (dielectric member). The housing 
12 also includes rear openings for receiving wires W and annular seal 18 for surrounding the 
wires to form watertight seals between wires and the receptacle 10. The plug 20 comprises a 
housing 22 and contacts 23. When the plug 20 is mated with the receptacle 10, the housing 22 of 
the plug 20 envelops the inner shell of the receptacle 10. The contacts 23 of the plug 20 pass 
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through the gel 30 and mate with the contacts 15 of the receptacle 10. When the plug 20 is 
removed, the slits formed in the gel 30 by the contacts 23 of the plug 20 close to re- seal the 
contact 15 of the receptacle 10. Although, Okayasu discloses a seal 19, Okayasu does not 
disclose a channel on an outer perimeter of the inner shell for receiving the seal. 

Fukuda discloses a waterproof connector 1 comprising a receptacle 3 and a plug 2. The 
receptacle 3 comprises a housing having an.outer shell 24 and an inner shell 1 5 disposed within 
the outer shell 24. The inner shell 1 5 includes a wire receiving end, a shoulder on an outer 
perimeter, and a channel 53 on an outer perimeter between the shoulder and wire receiving end 
for receiving a seal 39. The seal 39 is securely placed in the channel and provides watertight 
seal. 

It would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having 
ordinary skill in the art to modify the connector taught by Okayasu such that it would have a 
channel on the outer perimeter of the inner shell for receiving the seal as taught by Fukuda 
because the channel would hold the seal securely to provide good watertight seal.

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Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-19 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

The applicant argues that neither Okayasu nor Nakamura describe or suggest a channel 
positioned between a shoulder on the inner shell and the wire receiving end. 

The examiner agrees with the applicant. Therefore, the examiner searched for this 
limitation and discovered that one of the cited references, US 6,783,381 B2 by Fukuda, clearly 
teaches this limitation.
